TIic Battle of Sedan and the 


Snrrrcndcr—Kins William's 
Account. 
The following is tho letter written by 
'mg Williara to his Qb*fcn, describing 


tho great battle of Sedan, and tho surren- 
iler of the Emperor and tbe French army : 


VCNDIEESSI:, South of Sedan, Sept & 
To QUEEN AUGUSTA :—You know from 


my three telegrams tho whole extent of 
the great historic event which has just 
happened. It is like a dream, even when 
one has seen ithour by hour developing it- 
Bolf. When I consider that after one great 
and successful war I could not expect mo: e 
glorious tilings yet to happen during my 
reign, and now behold this historical act 
accomplished, then I bow before God, who 
alone has chosen me, my army, and my 
allies to preform what has ihappened, and 
bfrnade us tlie instruments «f hia will, I 
cim only look upon it in this light, nnd 
humiliating prdiso God's guidance and 
grace, 


.Now let me briefly give you a picture 


of tho battle and its results. 


Oa the evening of tho iilst and morning 


of 1st the army had moved in, the position 
aligned oil around Sedan. Tho Bavar- 
i»na hud the left -\\-ing atBazeilles on the 
MeuBG. Next to them the Saxons in the 
direction of Moncellc and Daigny; then 
the Guards still on: tho inarch in tbe 
direction of Givonne, and the Fifth and 
Eleventh eorpn at St ITcnges and Pleign- 
B.IUX. The Meuae making here a sharp 
bend no troops were stationed from. St. 
Mengcs as lar as Donchery, but the 
Utter place was held by the Wurtemhur- 
ger^, who at the same time covered tbe 
rear against sorties from Meyicres. Tbe 
cavalry division under Count Stolberg, 
m tlio plane of Dimchery,| formed the 
right wing. In the front toward Sedan 
were tbe remaindcrfof the Bavarians. 


In spito of a dense fog, tho fight com- 


ineiiced at Ba^eilles, already early in the 
morning, and gradually developed into a 
hot {.engagement, in which house after 
houso had to be taken, lasting almost the 
whole day, nnd the Erfurt Division, under 
Gci». Schooler (in the reserve, Pourth 
Corps) had to eorao to their assistance. 
"When I arrived, at 8 o'clock, at the front, 
before Sedan, the great battery was jusi 
opening its fire upon the fortification!*. A 
huge artillery combat ensued at all points 
which continued rfor hours, and during 
which on our side, ground waa gradually 
gamed. 
The villages mentioned 
were 


taken. Very deep ravines covered with 
timber rendered the advance of the artil- 
lery difficult, and f,ivored the defense 
The villages of Illy and Floing were tak- 
en, and gradually Ihe circle ol fire was 
drawing closer and closer around Sedan 
It was a grand sight from our position, on 
a domiuutiiig: eminence behind the bat- 
tery mentioned, to tho right of the village 
of iFrenoit», and forward above For 
Forey. 


The stubborn resistance of the encnv, 


gradually slackened, aa we could see from 
the; battalions in disorder hastily retiring

Death of Jiutse Grier. 


The venerable .Robert Cooper Grier, one 


>f America's most eminent and respected 
|urij*t3, died at his residence in Philadel- 
phia, at an early hour Monday rooming, 
tn the seventy-seventh year of his age. 


Judge Grier was born in Cumberland 


county, Pennsylvania. Harch 5,1704,. He 
was educated at ^Dickinson College, where 
he j-radnated in 3312. Upon the death of 
hi* father. Rev. I*aac Grier, he took charge 
of his academy ia ^Northumberland, and 
& ISIS was admitted to the bar. 
After 


practising for a aaort time in Bloomsburg, 
he removed to Danville in ISIS, where he 
resided for twenty years, pursuing his pro- 
fusion with gtt^t energy and success, 
until 1SS8, when be was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Ritner president jt&ge of Allegheny 
county. Ia 134$, Judge Grier removed to 
Philadelphia, where he has resided ever 
since. 


Oa August 4,1340, President Polk ap- 


pointed L-him a Justice of the Suprei 
Court of tho United States, in place o 
Justice Baldwin, deceased, and be con 
tinued to hold the office, with distinguish 
ed ability until Peceraber, IbGi), when ad 
vaneing age and infirmity compelled him 
to tender his resignation. In accepting 
his resignation, President Grant testifiet 


te general appreciation ia -which. Justice 
rieP was held, and his own personal esti 


mate ; , :* v.ilue -AS a faithful servant o

A Decree from Napoleon.

This confirms 
the statement made by Bazaine, that he 
should only treat with the Empsror in 
reference to peace negotiations. Views of 
this attitude of Napoleon has been sup- 
pressed in Berlin as far as possible. There 
is the greatest anxiety in political circles, 
inasmuch as there is a strong and influen- 
tial party here who are opposed to the 
continuance of the war.

Bis- 
marck's first answer was unfavorable, 
though be subsequently asked what guar- 
antees France could offer. The Foreign 
Minister who was acting as an intermedi- 
ator, advised Favre to see Bismarck and 
mafee hia demands >a person. Accordingly 
Favre saw Bismarck and expressed to 
him his love for Francej and iliberty and 
his determination to accept no conditions 
whifh would render peace only a menac- 
ing truce. Bismarck roplied, if he thought 
peace waa possible he would -sign im- 
mediately, but the actual government 
was too precarious and sbalcy not to be over 
thrown. France would not be any more 
apt to forget Sedan than she had been to 
forget "Waterloo. She would noon attack 
Germany again. Being pressed for condi- 
tions, Favre was explicit, but Bismarck 
asserted that the security of hip country 
demanded a retention of part of the terri- 
tory the Germans now occupy, and men-

The next 
day Bismarck handed Favre his conditions, 
adding that the Germans must have the 
forts commanding Paris, more especially 
Tortilont Vttlain on the western border, 
Favre replied it would be more simple to 
demand Paris at once. Bismarck said if 
these terms were not satisfactory the 
French 
must seek other arraugement 


Favre proposed a meeting oE constituent -t*°'t^ 
assembly at Tours. Bismarck made a con- g6'™1 
dition that tho garrison of Strasbourg 
should surrender as prisoners of war. 
Upon Favre indignantly refusing, Bis- 
marck consulted the King, who insisted 
upon the surrender of Strasbourg. "Wear- 
ied with hi» useless efforts, Favre retired, 
expressing a conviction that France would 
fight to the last. Favro concludes from 
the manner in which all hia efforts for 
peace have been met by the Germans, that 
thev are determined upon eonqnest.

said the interviews were not altogether 
useless, as they have proved, that notwith- 
standing Prussia declared they warred 
only against Napoleon and his army, she 
is really fighting the nation, which 
nmst arise en masse cither to ditavow the 
Provisional Government or resist the ene-

INTERESTING TO SOLDIERS.—The De- 


partment of the Interior furaiihes the fol- 
lowing information respecting the net of 
July 14, 1S70, granting additional rights 
to soldiers desiring to enter homesteads 
on public lands: 


Under the original act, only 90 acres of 


land, at $ii 20, could be entered as home- 
stead.
